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The Liquor Ballot 


Of interest to the people of Wilmington may be a bill 
which has been introduced into the 1971 Legislature by 
Mayor Gill of Woburn. The Mayor is trying, it would 
seem to solve one of the problems that his city and other 
communities have, about the serving of liquor, without 
having the open taverns which become a blot on the 
ccmmunity. 

Mayor Gill seeks to have a separate liquor referendum 
question on the state election ballot which specifically 
refers to first class restaurants, as distinguished from 
the general term of taverns. Such restaurants would 
have a seating capacity of at least 99 persons, kitchen 
facilities sufficient to provide full course dinners of 
ample variety, and the Mayor suggests that such licen- 
ses be limited to one for every 5000 persons. 

Woburn, as did Wilmington, has had it’s problems with 
taverns. The only alternative to taverns seems to be 
package stores, which to many are sufficient, but which 
means that any functions, such as the retirement of a 
town official, has to be held out of town, because the lo- 
cal restaurants cannot compete with those having tavern 
priviliges. 

As such the law as it is written in unfair to local res- 
taurant owners, and Mayor Gill seems to be aware of 
this 

His approach is similar to that tried in the Town Meet- 
ing of Wilmington last year. Perhaps the Mayor will 
have better luck, in his effort to control liquor sales 
by sensible laws.

NO LICENSE FOR BURGER CHEF 


Burger Chef, a chain of Hamburger stands, will not operate 
one of their stands in Wilmington. The Board of Selectmen, 
acting with the newly voted High Density Zoning behind them, 


unanimously denied a license 
day night meeting 

Burger Chef seeks to build adja- 
cent to the old Wilmington Ford 
plant. southerly from Wilmington 
Square. Their attorney, a Mr. 
Kneeland, was present to hear 
the decision, and presumably, 
to decide whether or not there 
was ground for legal action. 

‘The denial was based on a writ- 
ten statement by.Selectman Carl 
Backman, who cited, among other 
reasons that the proposed Burger 
Chef would increase traffic on an 
already over-burdened Main St. 
and increase the risk of accidents. 
Wilmington, he said, has already 
sufficient licenses for eating es- 
tablishments, and the issuance of 
another license would tend to 
lower the standards of existing 
eating houses. 

From the reading of the reasons 
by Backman there is reason to 
believe that they had been pre- 
pared by the Town Counsel.

A letter from Robert MacIntosh 
of the U.S, Army Corps of Engin- 
eers, discussed Flood Plain Zon- 
ing, in Wilmington. Mr, MacIn- 
tosh was one of those who visited 
the Planning Board on December 
15th to discuss Flood Plain 
Zoning. 

Mr. Macintosh felt that Conser- 
vancy Zoning, restricting lands 
to agriculture, recreation and 
uses that will not intefere with 
the storage of flood waters would 
deprive property owners of rights 
without due process or just com- 
pensation. 

Professor Charles Eliot. in a 
reply, tried to answer the ques- 
tions. He wrote. ‘‘The real pro- 
blem is to determine at what 
point and for what purposes zon- 
ing restrictions become so 
onerous as to be confiscatory 
and confiscatory of what? Surely 
there is no question that property 
owners have the right to jeopar- 
dize the health and safety of the 
occupants of the wetlands or 
flood plain, or of the people and 
properties downstream. If they 
have no such rights, zoning can’t 
fake them away”. 

Other Business 

Five potential school sites. for 
Wilmington, are to be soil sur- 
veyed, two of them by the end of 
February. In a letter to the Plan- 
ning Board. the Middlesex Con- 
servation District has agreed to 
do the surveys. assuming they 
were for proposed school sites 
The reports will be directed 
towards the suitability of those 
sites for schools 

Dennis Hazen, assistant to Pro- 
fessor Eliot, reported that there 
are 19 conflicts in street names, 
in Wilmington, This. he said, 
was cases where names sounded 
near enough alike to cause con- 
fusion, and he recommended the 
changing of the street names 
with either a public hearing or a 
town meeting. 

Attorney Tougas 


Eugene Tougas, an attorney from 


Waltham, who is probably the out- 
standing attorney in Massachu- 
setts in questions of land dev- 
elopment, presented the latest 
plan for a subdivision to be called 
Maple Manor, off Federal Street, 
and near the Maple Meadow 
Brook. The area has been pro- 
posed for a sub-division at least 
three times, and each time has 
been turned down by the board. 

Mr. Tougas presented the De- 
finitive Plan for Hillcrest Realty, 
the owner of the property. and it 
showed two lots, which are planned 
to be further sub-divided as sold. 

It is. to say the least, a novel 
approach, One of the lots is 
about ten acres in area. and the 
other will have about 155.000 
square feet.

end Rene 125, it was a familiar 
to hundreds of motor. 

ists. and it had been the home of 

the Evans family for 37 years. 

Bob Evans had operated a ehic- 
ken farm there from the time he 
and his father had bought the 
property. back in the early 1930s. 
When Route 93 was constructed. 
in 2956, the road went right 
through the house. and Bob moved 
it to another site. adding to it in 
the process. so that it became 
quite an imposing farmhouse. 
with a sunporch, and probably 11 
rooms. One of the windows on 
that sunporch was five feet high 
and 13 feet long - quite an im- 
posing window. Bob had had it 
made in a New Hampshire plant 

In 1969 the Evans farm was sold. 
for the sum of $248.500 - a 
price of nearly $12.000 an acre. 
Rumors at the time attributed 
the sale, which was made through 
agents. to Howard Johnsons and 
other roadside companies. 

‘The purchaser was. it turned 
out. the Standard International 
Corporation, a firm with an office 
building in Andover. Standard In- 
ternational had plans for a new 
office building. because of lack 
of space. 


But the new office building never 
materialized. In the same build- 
ing in Andover with Standard 
International was Northeast Air- 
lines, which during the past year 
has become a part of the North- 
west Airlines. The office space 
needed by Standard International 
was available in their own build- 
ing. as a result 

‘The Evans farmhouse and chic- 
kenhouses. standing empty. were 
an invitation to vandals, The 
plumbing was ripped out of the 
house. ‘The big window in the sun- 
room disappeared.” all in one 
piece. Even the tiles in the bath: 
room were gone - the building 
was stripped. 

Fearing that the building was 
an invitation to tragedy. Wilming- 
ton's Building Inspector. Roy 
McClanahan. late in 1970. wrote 
fa letter to the owners, asking 
them to either burn down the build- 
ings. or to board them up. They 
chose to tear them down. which 
happened in November. A_ bull: 
dozer. in ome day. demolished 
the last of the old Evans Farm.

Compugraphic is 
the Growth King 


There is a sign in South Wilmington, overlooking 
Route 93. It is in front of the Compugraphic Build- 
ing and it says, simply, ‘“‘Compugraphic Needs 43 


People”. 
In a time when everyone is talking of unemploy- 
ment that is quite a sign and it is quite a company. 


Ten years ago, give or take 2 
few days, Compagraphic was a 
gleam in the eyes of two men. 
both of whom had had a lot of ex 
perience with Photon, the 
Wilmington based originator of 


the Iarger. and fastest growing 
firms in Massachusetts. It has 
five buildings in Wilmington, is 


mac River Valley. 


There are over 1100 employees. 

It is a Non-Defense industry. 
Compugraphic is the Growth 

‘Company of the 1960 Decade. 


Garth and Hansen 


William Garth Jr., of Concord, 
and Ellis Hansen of Concord, 
while employed by Photon, noted 
that there were no provisions 
being made for the smaller news- 
Papers, in the development of 
newer methods. of typesetting. 
They resolved to do something 
about it 

‘They had the technical skills 
and know-how. Ellis had been 
Chief Engineer for Photon, and 
Garth is a MIT graduate. with a 
degree in chemistry. 

Garth and Hansen believed that 
there was a need for automatically 
setting type, for smaller news- 
papers. They set out to design 
such a machine, and when they 
had completed it they called it a 
JusTape. It sold, early ‘in the 
past decade, for $23,000. and they 
established a small plant in Read- 
ing 

Compugraphic did not grow by 
leaps and bounds. at first. There 
were many long months of hard 
work, but it did grow. and five 
years ago it was obvious that a 
new site would have to be found. 


‘That was when the firm moved Sunda 


to Wilmington, into a building 
with 15,000 square feet. on Con- 
cord Street. 

In 1961 their sales had been only 
$16,000. Two years after moving 
into their Concord Street home, 
in 1967, sales were $2.7 million, 

According to Bill Garth “we 
just wanted to develop new pro- 
ducts, and have others man- 
ufacture them,” but with their 
move to Wilmington this was all 
changed. They began to develop 


their own manufacturing plant, 


and in 1967. their own sales force. 

It was the decision to have their 
‘own sales force that proved to be 
catalyst for Compugraphic. 

‘The Concord Street plant was 
doubled, to 30,000 square feet 
It wasn't, enough. 

Compugraphic was soon con- 
tracting for a new plant, overlook- 
ing Route 93, in South Wilmington, 
on Industrial Way. Even before 
they had completed moving into 
their new home (retaining the 
Concord Street plant) they were 
planning to double it in size, by 
adding, another €7.000 square 


“And that's not the end They 
leased the building in which Ling 
Electronics was located, on In- 
dustrial Way, and another, and 
now they are planning the erec- 
tion of a new building, on West 
Street, on fourteen acres of land. 

‘They hope soon to have the new 
building under construction. 

Two men started the firm in 
1960, Today there are over 1100, 
and the end is not in sight. Compu- 
graphic, in a town where many 
plants are being established is 
growing, is the Growth King

‘The newly-formed committee 
will be busy reviewing the many 
reports made available to them.
